Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 1-27 are allowed over the prior art.

With regards to claims 1-27, the prior art alone or in combination fail to teach receiving a 
request at a computer to configure a plurality of computers into a cluster of computers acting as 
a single unit, and determining if the network interfaces of said plurality of computers are private 
or public wherein private is used for intercommunications within the cluster of computers and 
public is used used for communications with a client computer.
